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Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to applicant's amendment received on 1/25/05. 
Claims 10-15, 24, 32 and 34 have been amended. Claims 45-47 have been added. 
Claims 10-29, 32, 34 and 45-47 are pending on this application. Claims 10, 32 and 34 
are independent claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 0 - 29, 32, 34 and 45-47 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 10, the combination as claimed wherein at least the 
limitation of "a plurality of ultraviolet (UV) light windows adapted to individually expose 
the modified flash cells to UV light to selectively erase individual modified flash cells" is 
not disclosed, suggest, or rendered obvious by the prior art of record. 

With respect to claims 32 and 34, the combination as claimed wherein at least 
the limitation of "selectively exposing individual modified flash cells to ultraviolet (UV) 
light passed through independent UV light windows adjacent the modified flash cells" is 
not disclosed, suggest, or rendered obvious by the prior art of record. 

4. The prior art made of record and considered pertinent to the applicant's 
disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed limitations. Kreifels and Pai et al., 
taken individually or in combination, do not teach the claimed invention of a plurality of 
ultraviolet (UV) light windows adapted to individually expose the modified flash cells to 
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UV light to selectively erase individual modified flash cells, in combination with other 
limitations.
